By order No. ID /4475 , d :: ted 19th February , 1968. the Governor of Hi Tyünit . referred the 
foilowing dispuic hetveer the management of M /S Dalmia Divri Cement Ltd ; Charksi Dadri and its 
workmen to this Tribunal, in exercise of the powers conferred by 

conferred by clause ( d ) of sub -section ( 1) 
of section 10 of t.e industrial Disputes Act , 1947 : 


(1) Whether the workmen ( list attached ) who have completed three momis service in the 

company should be made permanent as per Certified Standing Order of the company ? If so , 
with what details ? 


(2 ) Whether the action of the management in not placing Shri Rajinder Kumar, Clerk - cum 

Typist in nade I was justified and in order ? If not, to what relief ļo he entitled : 
( 3) Whether the designations and grades of the workers ( list attached) should be fixed ? If so, 

with what details and from which date ? 


(4) Whether the workers mentioned in the enclosed list should be granted annual increments ? 

If so , with what details ? 


The parties put in their appearance in response to the notice of reference sent to them and 
iled their pleadings giving rise to the following issues framed , -vide order, dated 19th July , 1968, of 
Shri K. L. Gosain , the then Prosiding Officer , Industrial Tribunal, Haryana. The following additional 
Issues arising from the pleas of the parties was framed - vide order, dated 9th August , 1968 : - 

( 1) Whether the reference with regard to items numbers 1 and 4 ie barred because of the 

award in reference No. 45 of 1961 and because of settlements, dated 9th September, 1963 
and 10th September , 1963 , in conciliation proceedings ? 


2 ) Whether by reason of award and proceedings in reference No. 45 of 1961 and settlements, 

dated 9th September , 1963 and 10th September, 1963 , the workmen are estopped from 

raising the demand regarding the grades of workers mentioned in items Nos. 2.3 and 4 ? 
(3) Whether Items Nos . 2 and 3 cannot be adjudicated for the reasons given in elimina y 

objections in the w.itten statement of the management : 
4 ) Whethe: the workmen as res list tirchid with the rifer see who h.ve committed threo 

months se vice in the comn. ny she uk be m de numara 211 pet Ce titleu Sinding 

Orders of the company : so , wir whit det.

No other issue was claimed at any stage of the wise , by any of the parties since 19th July , 
1968. Issue Nos. 1 to 3 were decided against the m 10arement,-vide order dated 9th October, 1968 for 
the detailed reasons stated therein . 

An interim award , dated 28th April , 1972 in the mutter of dispute No. 1 covered by issue No. 4 
was made in terms of the settlement dated 6th Oct uber, 1971, arrived at between the partier and sent 
to the Government, whereby the workmen mentioned in list Exhibit M. 2 of the interim 
award were made permanent. Another interim aw . d , dated 15th April, 1969 was made and sent to 
the Government in respect of dispute No. 2 covered by issue No. 5 as a result of an intimation 
received from Shri Rajinder Kumar that his dispute had been settled with the management and he 
was no longer interested in the pursuing his case , and the statement made by Shri V. Kaushika 
authorised representative for the management that the former had been placed in grade II as desied 
by him . I now propose to decide issues No. 6 and 7 as under : 


Issye No. 5 . 


This issue relates to the workmen as mention d in the list annexure A . The workmen in this 
connection relied on the report of the Central Wage Board for the Cement Industry made in the year 
1959 hereinafter ceferred as the report fixing th scales of the workmen including the increment 
admissible to them every year .- vide paragraph 13. - 1 op page 73. The recommendations contained 
in this report have undisputably been inforced by the management. The rates of increment admissible 
to each class of workmen every year are found stat 1 in paragraph 13. 7. 1. Nothing could be urged 
before me by the learned authorised representative for the management against the report of the 
Central Wage Board for Cement Industry 1959 23 referred to above. Even otherwise there secmes 
to be no justification in with -holding the incremen s provided by the Wage Board for the benefit 
of the worlamen . I for the reasons stated by me a detail in my order , dated 10th October, 1975 
in reference het ween Shri S. C. Sethi Vs. Kirlosker Jil Engins Líd . Mathura Road , Faridabad hold 
the contention of Shri

Bhandari , authorised representative for the management that it 
was necessary for the workmen to supply the fisl of the claimant with the notice of demands 
before the matter was taken to the Conciliation officer as untenable , I thus entirely agreed with 
the contention of the authorised representative for the workmen that the workmen who have completed ono 
yeas of service should be granted annual increment provided in the report as under from the dute of 
implementation of the report by the management and decide the issue accordingly :

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Issue No. 7. 


This issue relates to the workmen as mentioned in the list annexure B . It stands conceded 
before me that the claim of the workmen other than Parshotam , Hardwari Lal, Birkl Bhan and 
Mata Din , as mentioned in the list have been satisfied and this Tribunal is required under this 
issue fow to determine the cases of only four workmen Parshotam and others . It has been alleged 
that whereas Parshotam had been working actually as a Welder he was designated as an Assistant 
welder and whereas each one of Hardwari Lal, Birkh Bhan and Mata Din had been actually 
working as Moulding F. P. Man , he was designated only as a helper and that each one of these 
four workmen was entitled to the scales of pay of the job actually attended to by him . 

Shri Parshotam Lal appearing as W. W. 19 deposed that he had been working as a Welder 
since 1961 and had been designated and paid as an Assistant Welder in grade D and that in 
view of his long experience and work as a Welder he should be designated and paid as Welder in 
grade C. Shri Hari Singh Welder W. W. 20 and Shri Sahib Dayal Welder WW -21, corroborated 
his case in respect of his having actually worked as a Welder since 1961. 


Hardwari appeared as his own witness as W.W.3 and deposed that he had actually been working 
as Furnish Fireman for the last 18 years and that he had been designated only as a helper. Mata Din and 
Birkh Bhan were tendered for cross -examination and no question was put to any of them by the manage . 
ment leading to a presumption that the latter had no objection to their claim . Shri Thakur Dass W.W. 16 , 
Durga Parshad W.W. 24 , corroborated the case of all these three workmen while stating that each one of 
them had been actually working as a Fireman for the fast many years . Nothing could be brought in the 
cross- examination of any of these workmen and the witnesses supporting them , justifying rejection of their 
testimony as false . No evidence could be led by the management in rebuttal of their statement. The only 
witness Shri Atam Parkash M.W. 2 could not specifically deny the allegation that each one of these four 
workinen had been actually warking in a jon of higher grade and had been designated in the job of a lower 
grade , 

He on the other hiind admitted that Parshotam worked independently and helpers had been provided 
to him . There is under the circumstances no rebuttal worth the name of the evidence led by the workmen . 
There is no justification for denying the woric : the grade of the job actually attended to by him for a 
long time and the pleit of tile learned auth »pised representativ : for the management that the list of the 
claimants should have been supplied to the minagement before the matter was taken to the Conciliation 
Officer has no merits as already held by me. The second contention that in absence of mention of the 
designation and grades as claimed by the workmen in the notice of demands and in the reference, relating 
to this dispute the claim should be rejected as vague has also no substance in view of the details given in 
list aanexure B in respect of the job actuxily attended to by each workmin and the designation held by 
him at the time of demand . 

1, therefore , relying on the statement of Parshotain , Hardwari, Birkh Bhan . Mata Din , Thakur 
Dass, Durga , Hari Singh and Sahib Dayal W.w. hold that Parshotam is entitled to be placed in the scale 
of Welder and each wpe of Hardwari Lal, Birkh Bhan , Mata Din is entitled to be placed in the scale of 
Moulding Firemen , with effect from 1st July , 1967 the date of the demands raised by them on the manage . 
ment. I decide this issue relating to dispute No. 3 accordingly . 

accordingly return the award in terms of my findings on issue No. 6 and 7.
